DON’T kno w any circumstance o f so cial life so “ try ing 
to men’s so uls” as the circumstance demanding pity . 
Death is bad eno ugh, but it is BY NO MEANS THE 
WORST. 
Mo st o f us hav e been thro ugh the dark 
and terrible ho ur when that which seemed o ur all has 
been laid away fro m o ur sight and fro m amo ng men, 
and o ur friends hav e co me dressed in so mber clo thes and hav e o ne 
by o ne insisted upo n LAYING BARE THE WOUND we wo uld 
fain hide under o ur mo urning garb and ex pressing mo re o r less 
crudely , mo re o r less delicately , the sy mpathy o f which they hav e 
co me to assure us. 
It is a SOCIAL NECESSITY that they sho uld 
co me. 
Bereav ement is bad eno ugh, and to v ery few, if to any , is it giv en 
to speak the wo rds o f co mfo rt o r reassurance. But there are so rro ws 
far mo re cruel than death; there are bereav ements mo re ho peless 
than tho se o f the grav e, and it is in these that sy mpathy may indeed 
DESPAIR o f fitly ex pressing itself. 
A man in so me pro minent po sitio n beco mes a defaulter and runs 
away , leav ing his wife and family to bear the shame and no to riety 
o f HIS crime. N o w, what sy mpathy can o ne ex press to such a mo urner 
as that wife ? What wo rd wo uld seem o ther than presumptuo us and 
intrusiv e to such bereav ement ? And y et we all do feel 6 o rry fo r her; 
we all do lo ng to let her kno w it and to co mfo rt her. 
But y et again there are griefs ev en deeper and mo re sensitiv e 
than that o f the insulted and deserted wife, there is an ago ny o f 
shame no t to be shifted to o ther sho ulders; there is a bereav ement 
kno wn to all the wo rld and y et which the sufferer wo uld fain hide 
fro m ev en her o wn ey es, and this is when a wo man has to o readily 
y ielded up her affectio ns to o ne who simply amused himself with her 
easy credulity , and when her dev o tio n began to pall “ he kissed and 
ro de away .” EVERY ONE in her little wo rld kno ws tho sto ry . The 
malicio us whisper, “ Well, she threw herself at his head.” The kinder 
hearted o nes murmur, “ Po o r thing!” 
And the sharpest sting o f her 
mo rtificatio n is that she kno ws that THEY ALL KNOW and are 
sco rning at her o r pity ing her. Still she can bear it as lo ng as no bo dy 
say s any thing, but THEY WILL! 
But there is no need o f swelling the list o f cases where the truest 
sy mpathy is ex pressed by apparent igno rance o f any cause fo r sy m­ 
pathy . 
Ev ery perso n o f delicacy o r a sensitiv e o rganizatio n will 
reco gnize such cases fo r themselv es, and to tho se who are no t delicate 
o r sensitiv e in their o wn perso nality no amo unt o f teaching will effect 
the o bject. 
Mo st peo ple and mo st things die v ery much what they 
were bo rn, and the CLUMSY SYMPATHIZERS no do ubt will ex ist 
when the wo rld ceases, just as it did when it began to be.

Montreal, J une 13,—The Richieleu ft 
Ontario Navigation company ’s steamer 
Canada, bou^d from Quebec for Mont­ 
real, came into collision with the Do­ 
minion Coal company ’s collier Cape 
Breton, six miles below Sorel early 
Sunday . 
Twenty minutes later the 
Cmada went to the bottom. 
At the 
time of the collision there were 110 
people on board the Canada. 
Five 
were lost; the others were rescued. 
Those who perished were: 
Alfred 
Thibeault, ticket agent of the company 
at Quebec, and his two sons, aged 
twelve and fifteen; Purser Bonneter- 
ro of the Canada; a man named Bru­ 
net, of Sorel, is missing, and it is sup­ 
posed that he perished. 
The collision occurred just as dawn 
was breaking. 
The Cape Breton lay 
at the entrance of the Lake St. Peter 
channel waiting for day light, so as to 
find her way through. She was getting 
under way when the Canada, making 
for Sorel at full speed, came into view. 
J ust what the collision was due to 
and who is responsible for it has not 
y et been determined, for the officers 
of the Canada decline to talk, but from 
the sta tem ents given out it would ap­ 
pear that the Cape Breton had not 
got headway on enough to answer her 
rudder, and that she swerved across 
the path of the passenger boat, her 
bow striking the Canada just forward 
of the paddle-box on the starboard side 
and tearing Its way half through. 
Then the Cape Beton swung clear 
and the two steamers came alongside 
one another. 
The shock of the col­ 
lision aroused the sleeping passengers. 
The Canada at once began to settle, 
and as the Cape Breton did not apepar 
to be seriously damaged the passen­ 
gers were hurriedly transferred to that 
steamer. 
In the excitement some of 
the passengers jumped overboard and 
were picked up by boats from the Can­ 
ada and the Cape Breton, but a great 
majority of those on board did not 
become excited, while the discipline 
showm by the crew of the Canada was 
excellent. 
Twenty minutes later, when the Can­ 
ada went down alongside the Cape 
Breton, resting on her side in the mud, 
all the passengers who could be found 
had been transferred. 
Thibeault and 
his two sons occupied a stateroom 
near where the Cape Breton’s bow en­ 
tered the Canada, and it is supposed 
that they were killed in their berths. 
The body of the father was recovered 
later In the day , but the remains of the 
two sons have not been found. 
Bonneterre, the purser, was seen af­ 
ter the collision, making his way to his 
quarters on the lower deck with the 
intention of saving his cash and rec­ 
ords. and it is supposed that he per­ 
ished in the attempt. 
Brunet was a 
second-class passenger and no one saw 
him after the collision.
